Claims 1-15 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect 
to claims 1-9, there is no disclosure in the prior art of depositing a homogenous 
tantalum (Ta) layer onto the substrate and over the copper (Cu) bond pad; the tantalum 
layer encapsulating the copper (Cu) bond pad; with respect to claim 10, there is no 
diclosure in the prior art of encapsulating a bond pad with a homogenous metal 
passivation layer; wherein a portion of the metal passivation layer forms an intermetallic 
bond with the interconnect metal, and wherein another portion of the metal passivation 
layer forms a different intermetallic bond with the wire.
